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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. 

2. Amendment received on December 10, 2008 has been entered into record. 

3. Claims 1-13 have been cancelled and claim 14 has been added. 

Response to Amendment 

4. This office action is in response to the applicants Amendment filed on December 10, 
2008. 

Claims 1-13 have been cancelled, and claim 14 has been added. Claim 14 is presented 
for further consideration and examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
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patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chin U.S. Pub. 
2002/0085689. 

Re claim 14, Chin discloses a method for scheduling a meeting for a user using a mobile 
device, wherein the mobile device is in communication with a server via a wireless 
communication network (e.g. Abstract), the method comprising the steps of: receiving a meeting 
request message from the mobile device, the meeting request message containing a request for a 
meeting and being destined to at least one recipient (e.g.. Figures 3, 4a-d, originator phone 
schedule a meeting with attendee, page 3 paragraph 0023); forwarding the meeting request 
message to the at least one recipient, receiving a meeting reply message from the at least one 
recipient (e.g. page 3 paragraphs 0023-0024); if at least one recipient has accepted the meeting, 
then adding the meeting to a calendar file for the at least one recipient; and forwarding the 
meeting reply message to the mobile device (e.g. page 3 paragraphs 0023-0024).
